This is not true for at least two 
reasons. 

First, I agree the City has fired 
and laid off numerous employees and 
reorganized operations and not had to 
make extra PERA payments. However, 
those changes were all in the ordinary 
course of business under the authority 
of City Council. The proposed lease 
would be an extraordinary transaction, 
not routine operations. 

Under the proposal Memorial will 
be firing more than 4,000 employ- 
ees — more than the City's total 
number of police, fire and general 
fund employees. And, the only reason 
Memorial employees will be fired is 
that City voters have decided to termi- 
nate operation of the hospital. 

Bottom line: This proposed lease 
and its associated changes are so much 
out of the ordinary course of business 
that neither Council nor the Memorial 
Board could authorize them. Only the 
voters can. 

Second, the financial impact to 
PERA from termination of Memorial's 
participation will have far more seri- 
ous financial impacts on PERA than 
occur with the normal changes that 
employers make to staffing levels and 
organizational structure. It's time our 
City faces up to the fact that legiti- 
mate liabilities of Memorial to PERA 
should be paid out of the proceeds of 
the lease transaction. 

PERA's concern that it be paid for 
the cost of Memorial's underfunded 
pensions from the proceeds of the 
sale is entirely legitimate, and this 
issue should have been resolved by 
the City and its partners before the 



the Republican National Convention, 
where the platform committee was just 
passing a resolution containing that 
same extreme view. 

It states, "The unborn child has a 
fundamental individual right to life 
which cannot be infringed." It pro- 
vides no exception for rape, incest, or 
the life of the mother. 

The party platform also supports 
the Human Life Amendment, another 
radical concept that would legislate a 
religious definition of "conception" as 
happening at fertilization rather than 
the current medical designation of 
implantation in the womb. Since the 
birth-control pill sometimes works 
within that period, it would be consid- 
ered an abortion. 

Both Mitt Romney and Paul Ryan 
have supported the Human Life 
Amendment, although they now pro- 
fess to allow abortion in cases of rape, 
but rape by their definition. 

Both Todd Akin and Paul Ryan 
were original co-sponsors of a Person- 
hood Amendment in Congress, legisla- 
tion that was passed by the House, but 
luckily failed in the Senate. 

Many of us remember when preg- 
nancy was often an unwelcome sur- 
prise. The children born might be 
loved, but the stress on an already 
large family could lead to poverty. 

Unloved children often suffered 
neglect or even abuse, filling our pris- 
ons. The birth-control pill, approved 
in 1960, made it possible to limit fam- 
ily size, giving those children more 
advantages and better educations. 

Now, almost 12 million women in 
the United States use the pill, and dur- 



ing these difficult economic times, 
the last thing families need is to be 
denied its use.

Dealing with this milestone 

On a sunny August day long ago, the 24-year-old journalist pulled into 
Colorado Springs, moved into an interim apartment, started looking 
for houses, and began building a new life here underneath Pikes Peak. 
His first day on the job, Elvis died. 

Several afternoons later, the kid visited Air Force football practice, and he 
still remembers how several generals wasted no expletives in making their 
frustrations known. Lesson No. 1: Try to stay on the generals' good side. 

Then came the newcomer's first work trip to Denver, checking out the 
Broncos and talking to a brash quote machine named Lyle Alzado who 
spoke outlandishly about going to the Super Bowl that season. Little did 
anyone realize how clairvoyant he was. 

On Aug. 29, less than two weeks after arriving in Colorado, the young 
sports editor turned 25. "But don't tell anybody," the managing editor whis- 
pered. "When we hired you, we told the publisher you were 30. He didn't 
want somebody younger." 

That was 1977. Powers Boulevard was a narrow county road on the 
empty plains. Academy Boulevard was the bustling, convenient center of 

business activity, but development 

going north on Academy stopped 
shortly after Flintridge. The Cita- 
del was our only full-blown mall, 
less than half the size it is now. 

Downtown felt anemic. It was 
slowly losing its place as a retail 
center, though a new restaurant 
called Jose Muldoon's was doing 
fine. Downtowners joined Colorado College students in flocking to a small spot 
on Tejon named Pizza Plus (now Panino's, and much larger, but run by the same 
family). If you wanted a special dinner, locals recommended Castaways in Mani- 
tou Springs, the Whale Inn on West Colorado Avenue, or Luigi's on Tejon Street. 

Old Colorado City was mostly rundown, seemingly destined for wrecking 
balls. High school football was a big deal, with Mitchell and Wasson the top 
rivalry, chased by Air Academy (District 20's only high school then). 

I'll never forget walking out of King Soopers on Uintah Street, thinking 
it had the best view of any supermarket on earth. Just like no public golf 
course anywhere could beat Patty Jewett's scenery. 

Politics? Republicans were dominant, but not strident. Everyone got 
along much better. It really was a much more tolerant place. 

At work, we never imagined growing older here. Many moved on. A few, 
including myself, eventually would leave but soon return. Because there 
wasn't a better place to live. 

Today, after 35 years of accumulating memories and friends, the kid hits 
a milestone. I'm 60 years old. 
And that was one of the most difficult sentences I've ever written. 
Wasn't it just yesterday that I bought a nice tri-level on Inspiration Drive 
in Village Seven for a whopping $37,500, marveled at paying 45 cents a 
gallon for gas, and enjoyed driving the seven miles to work in about 10 
minutes, often avoiding every red light? 

Wasn't it just yesterday that I quickly incited the wrath of readers who 
felt this stranger had no right to criticize the Broncos, the state's college 
programs or anyone else? But soon we embraced the U.S. Olympic Com- 
mittee's arrival, enhanced by the first National Sports Festival in 1978 (then 
the second in 1979), along with the U.S. women's volleyball team living 
here. We giggled when Air Force football beat Notre Dame four straight 
times, then Texas and Ohio State. And could it have been 25 years ago that 
we campaigned to bring minor-league baseball back to the city? 

All those experiences led to countless more, as Colorado Springs grew. 
In recent weeks, though, I've thought about how other things haven't 
changed so much. Back then, folks complained about needing a new inter- 
change at Interstate 25 and Cimarron Street. We griped about the lack of 
a downtown arena and convention center, but voters never would approve 
funding. We dreamed of at least three lanes on each side of 1-25 all the way 
to Denver. Still waiting, despite several hundred thousand more residents. 

That's enough reminiscing. The fact is, this journey isn't done, just mov- 
ing into a new decade. 

But the kid isn't 24 anymore. He's trying to accept being 60, not ready to 
call it a career. So he'll keep on plugging away — loving every minute of it.

Great insights 
can come from 
flawed thinkers. 



Ayn Rand, the Russian-born writer and self-styled philosopher who died 
three decades ago, is back in the news as a favorite author of Republican 
vice presidential candidate Paul Ryan. 

In recent years, the passionately individualist, pro-capitalist Rand has 
been embraced as a champion of freedom by many conservatives and lib- 
ertarians, and denounced as a prophet of greed and narcissism by many 
liberals. Yet, if Rand admirers tend to ignore the flaws of her vision, her 
detractors reduce her to grotesque caricature — and invoke her popularity 
as proof of right-wing nuttiness. 

One major misconception is that Rand worshipped the rich and saw 
money-making as life's highest goal. In fact, most wealthy characters in her 
novels are pathetic, repulsive or both: businessmen fattened on shady deals 
or government perks, society people who fill their empty lives with luxury. 

In The Fountainhead, Rand's first bestseller, the hero, architect Howard 
Roark, describes "the man whose sole aim is to make money" as a variety 
of "the second-hander" who lives through others, seeking only to impress 
with his wealth. Roark himself turns down lucrative jobs rather than sacri- 
fice his artistic integrity, at one point finding himself penniless. 

Rand extolled "selfishness," but not quite in its common meaning. Roark's 

foil, the social-climbing opportunist 

Peter Keating, gives up both the work 
and the woman he truly loves for career 
advancement. Most people, Rand says, 
would condemn Keating as "selfish"; yet 
his real problem is lack of self. 

To Rand, being "selfish" meant being 
true to oneself, neither sacrificing one's 
own desires nor trampling on others'. 
Likewise, Rand's stance against altruism 
was not an assault on compassion so much as a critique of doctrines that sub- 
ordinate the individual to a collective: state, church, community or family. 

Was Rand's individualism too radical? Yes. Her hostility to the idea of 
any moral obligation to others led her to argue that, while helping a friend 
in need is fine, doing so at the expense of something it hurts you to give up 
is "immoral." In her fiction, even private charity as a vocation is despised; 
so, mostly, is family. Rand made little allowance for the fact that some 
people cannot help themselves through no fault of theirs, or that much indi- 
vidual achievement is enabled by support networks. 

Yet great insights can come from flawed thinkers. Rand's anti-altruism 
tirades often turn their target into a straw man, but she is right that the 
knee-jerk habit of treating altruistic goals as noble has aided evil — for 
instance, blinding well-meaning Westerners to communism's monstrosity. 

When pundits alarmed by Rand-style individualism scoff at the "myth" 
of individual autonomy, we should remember that this "myth" gave us free- 
dom and human rights, and unleashed creative energies that raised human- 
ity's welfare to once-unthinkable levels. Rand's work offers a powerful 
defense of freedom's moral foundation — and a perceptive analysis of the 
kinship between "progressive" and "traditionalist" anti-freedom ideologies. 

Rand's ideas apply to the personal as well as the political. One needn't 
go to Randian extremes to agree that the valorization of "sacrifice" and 
the accusation of "selfishness" can be potent weapons for users, manipula- 
tors, and family despots — or that dependency is not the path to healthy 
relationships. A common critique is that Rand appeals to adolescents who 
think they're self-sufficient, special and destined for great achievement. Yet 
surely the world would be poorer, materially and spiritually, without people 
who carry some of that "spirit of youth," as Rand called it, into adulthood. 

Attacks on Rand have also focused on her person, from her disastrous 
extramarital affair with a much younger protege to her brief infatuation, at 
23, with a notorious killer she described as an "exceptional boy" warped 
by conformist society. Ugly stuff; but plenty of other intellectuals had sor- 
did personal lives and romanticized murderers as rebels. 

Rand is best viewed as a brilliant maverick. There are reasons this woman 
attracted hordes of followers, influenced many others, and impressed smart 
people from journalist Mike Wallace to philosopher John Hospers. Those who 
treat Rand as a liberal bogeyman will forever be blindsided by her appeal.

Expect another mayoral term 

When Mayor Steve Bach ran for office last year he sorta/kinda pledged to 
serve only a single four-year term. Such pledges are common enough in 
the heat of a campaign — tell the voters that you're not a career politician. 
Once the election's over, sensible politicians never mention it again. 
Instead, you quietly tell intimates that you find the job challenging, and that 
you may be open to another term if circumstances warrant. Doing so wards 
off potential challengers and enhances power to implement your agenda. 

A mayor who may remain another seven years is far more formidable 
than one who may leave in three. A mayor whose planning horizon extends 
until 2019 can accomplish far more than one who tosses himself to the 
curb in 2015. 

So what about Bach — will he stay or will he go? 

Judging from his slow, meticulous and carefully conceived restructuring 
of city government, he expects to run for re-election in 2015. Recall that 
he's the city's first "strong mayor," exercising power once divided between 

transient City Council majorities and 

equally transient city managers. Some 
feared that Bach would immediately 
fire every senior manager and replace 
them with unqualified local ideologues. 
Instead, he moved incrementally. 
City veteran Steve Cox, who had 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ served as fire chief and interim city 

manager, was Bach's first chief of staff/ 
COO. During the next year, virtually every senior manager left, but no "Sat- 
urday Night Massacre," no mass firings, no jarring realignment of priorities. 

That caution served Bach well, especially when the Waldo Canyon blaze 
swept into Mountain Shadows. Police Chief Pete Carey and Fire Chief 
Rich Brown were new to their jobs, but not to the city. A short-termer in a 
hurry might have made disruptive hires, opting for newbies intent on shak- 
ing up the two departments. 

Yet the Carey/Brown appointments were outliers. The latest city org 
chart lists 18 senior management positions, nine currently reporting direct- 
ly to the mayor. Aside from Brown and Carey, only six worked for the city 
when Bach took over last year, just three in their current positions. Two of 
those three, presiding municipal court judge HayDen Kane and aviation 
director Mark Earle, supervise self-supporting city enterprises. 

Bach's new team is dramatically different from that which his detractors 
(maybe even his supporters!) might have predicted. It's overwhelmingly 
female (by my count, women hold five of seven important managerial/ 
policy-making positions) and younger than in previous years. 

Only one, interim planning director Kyle Campbell, came to his/her 
position with an agenda. Campbell was expected to reduce the powers of 
certain senior employees who had long been at odds with the development 
community, and he did so very efficiently — he fired them. 

Similar changes are afoot across the organization. Fleet privatization, 
outsourced snowplowing and increased reliance on private contractors (see 
p. 14) are the consequences of imposing standard practices from the busi- 
ness world on local government. 

Governments traditionally have relied on the "only too much is enough" 
model. If a streetlight on every corner is good, why not streetlights in the 
middle of every block? If watering parks three times a week is good, why 
not five times? If 70 neighborhood parks make citizens happy, wouldn't 
140 make them twice as happy? 

That model died with the recession. Bach's team isn't waiting for the 
recession to end — they don't think that it ever will. They see a future of flat 
revenue and increasing costs. Trimming services and reducing costs are one 
way to deal with the future. Another is to re-set government priorities. 

"Don't you think we go about things backward?" Bach asked on Friday 
after the USA Pro Cycling Challenge. "Go to a City Council meeting, and 
it's all about little things right now, not about big things in the future." 

Bach has seven years at most to shape his legacy — and, unlike his 
predecessors, he'll have to do it without the ever-expanding revenues that 
drove their signature projects. Bob Isaac's airport, Mary Lou Make- 
peace's parks, Lionel Rivera's USOC deal — goodbye to all that. 

Mayor, it's your move. Good luck ... as long as you don't want any new taxes!

As the city looks to marry services to private business, some see a dicey proposition

At his Aug. 21 press conference, 
a room full of reporters awaited 
one thing: Mayor Steve Bach's expla- 
nation for his latest layoffs. 
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Six staffers — two in public works, 
four in planning — had taken the 
budget ax, and the city's public infor- 
mation office had refused comment. 
Mayoral Chief of Staff Laura Neu- 
mann was tasked with explanation. 

"We wanted not to talk necessar- 
ily about eliminating six different 
people," she said. "...It was a part of a 
much bigger master plan." 

Various department heads were then 
marched up to the podium. Most gave 
stale sermons on needing to "do more 
with less." But Helen Migchelbrink, 
head of public works for three months, 
spoke on a different, if equally worn, 
topic — privatization. 

Bach's administration has already 
made headlines with the outsourcing 
of city pools (to say nothing of the 
potential lease of Memorial Health 
System). Now, Migchelbrink plans to 
privatize all city paving and surface- 
treatment operations, perform a sec- 
ond pilot program to determine if pri- 
vate snowplowing would save money, 
and put out a Request for Proposal 
to privatize the city and Colorado 
Springs Utilities fleet (vehicle mainte- 
nance) program by year's end. 

"Our work will never be done," she 
said later, "as far as looking at better 
ways to do things." 

On the surface, it all may seem 
bold, radical even. But Migchelbrink 
says she doesn't plan on jumping 
blindly into privatizing public works. 
In most cases, she plans a vigorous 
cost-benefit analysis before changes 
are made. 



And for good reason. Studies and 
local government leaders say priva- 
tization is a tricky game involving 
long-term projections, a close look at 
the changing 
economies 
of the private 
and public 
sectors, and 
a willingness 
to relinquish 
direct control 
of basic ser- 
vices. 

Some 
experts — 
notably Terry 
Harris, for- 
mer El Paso 
County com- 
missioner and 
county admin- 
istrator — are 
blunt in their 
assessment of 
the true value 
of privatiza- 
tion. "Rarely," he tells the Indy, "does 
it work." 

Paving: an easy yes 

Even skeptics like Harris concede 
there are shades of gray in something 
as complex as privatizing. 

Animal control, he says, is such 
an emotional issue that it would be a 
nightmare for a city government to 
handle it directly. Harris also believes 
paving should be outsourced, as does 
the current county administrator, Jeff 
Greene; in fact, the county long ago 
went in that direction. 

Others contacted for this story feel 
similarly about paving, including 
City Council President Pro Tern Jan 
Martin. Says Migchelbrink: "I don't 
know of any city that does all its own 
paving." 

The city of Colorado Springs 
(partnering with Pikes Peak Rural 
Transportation Authority) already 
outsources 80 percent of its pav- 
ing jobs. Experts say it makes sense 
because paving is not an emergency 
service; there's plenty of market com- 
petition, so prices remain reasonable; 
and owning equipment and paying 
full-time staff are inefficient, because 
the need for paving is not steady. 

Based on current costs, 
Migchelbrink estimates privatizing 
all city paving and surface treat- 
ments will save $150,000 in ongoing 
costs. She's eliminated eight vacant 
positions to accommodate the move, 
and plans to sell five pieces of aging 
equipment. All together, she guesses 



the equipment will net an additional 
$80,000 to $100,000. 

With the ongoing savings, 
Migchelbrink plans to spend more 
money improving the city's alleys and 
gravel roads. By all accounts, it's a 
good deal. 

But other changes being considered 
by the public works director, who 
previously worked for the city of Fort 
Collins, aren't as straightforward. 

Plowing: drawbacks 

In the winter of 2009-10, El Paso 
County decided to try private snow- 
plowing. Cimarron Hills was chosen 
for the experiment, largely because it 
was easy for county vehicles to access 
should anything go wrong. An RFP 
was issued, a contractor was chosen, 
and the process began. 

It was, says Greene, a nightmare. 
The snow hit, and the contractor 
couldn't keep up. To ensure access to 
homes and businesses, county work- 
ers had to plow. It ended up costing 
more than if the county had done all 
the work itself. 

In hindsight, Greene sees plenty of 
reasons why the county should have 
kept plowing in-house. For starters, 
snowplows, unlike pavers, can be 
used year-round; when snow clears, 
plows are detached and the heavy- 
duty trucks haul dirt and gravel, mak- 
ing them a good overall investment. 
Second, private companies lack the 
higher level of "immunity" from law- 
suits that governments enjoy, meaning 
that if that excess snow had caused an 
accident, a lot of money could have 
been at stake. 

The larger issue, Greene says, was 
that the county no longer could dic- 
tate how workers dealt with an emer- 
gency situation that imperils citizens. 
As he puts it, "You've got to be able 
to have a certain amount of command 
and control." 

Last winter, the city contracted 
snowplowing for a northern corner 
of the city, hoping to compare costs 
at season's end. But the lack of snow 
and limited area yielded unusable 
results. So this winter, the city will 
expand the area and try again. 

Migchelbrink says snowplowing 
is a "larger issue" than paving and 
needs closer examination. But she 
says now's a good time to look at 
outsourcing, because the city's snow- 
plows are aging. 

Nick Kittle, the city's manager of 
administrative services and innova- 
tion, says if the city likes the pilot 
results and chooses to privatize, a 
long-term contract would likely be 
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negotiated. The contract would attempt to 
address every situation, such as this year's 
freak June hailstorm that required snow- 
plows to clean up. 

Harris says those contracts are key, and 
often can be tough to get right. Any con- 
tract, for instance, must specify exactly 
when and how work would be done, and 
when equipment must be replaced. 

The toughest part of any large-scale 

privatization, Harris says, 

is figuring how much 
something will cost in the 
long run. Even if private 
plowing saves now, it may 
cost more in 10 years. But 
if the city sells its plows 
and lays off its workers, it 
will be difficult to bring ^^^^^^^m 
plowing in-house again. 

And what if the work is unsatisfactory? 
Few companies likely have the capacity to 
plow an entire city, he notes. 

"Once you start privatizing something 
like that, you never stop," Harris says. 
"You can't." 

Fleet: tricky business 

The details get even trickier when 
applied to fleet. The city currently shares 
its $16 million fleet operation with Utili- 
ties, with mechanics responsible for thou- 
sands of vehicles from police cars to high- 
tech trucks that detect natural gas leaks. 

If fleet outsources, it would likely be to 
more than one company, as it's unlikely 
that a single business could provide all 
the services. But just because the city will 
accept RFPs for fleet doesn't mean that

fleet will be privatized, Migchelbrink 
says. Her department plans to develop 
advanced comparison models before mak- 
ing any decision. 

"It's more than just the money," 
Migchelbrink says. "You have to look at 
the service, the turnaround time." 

Utilities spokesman Steve Berry sounds 
fairly lukewarm about the whole idea. 
"The maintenance of our fleet is critical 

to our reliability," he says. 

"But we're certainly open 
to anything that can save 
money and maintain that 
reliability." 

Utilities might have 
other ideas for its fleet. In 
May, Mercury Associates, 
^^^^^^^b Inc., conducted a study and 
recommended that Utilities 
start its own fleet maintenance, separate 
from the city's. The study suggested that 
more than 60 percent of work be done 
in-house. 

The consulting firm surveyed nine 
other private and public utilities. One had 
a completely outsourced fleet, one used 
its city's fleet services, and the others did 
their work in-house, but with speciality 
services like glasswork farmed out. 

"The vast majority of best-in-class fleet 
maintenance organizations use outsourc- 
ing to enhance efficiencies and improve 
effectiveness," the study noted. 

But again, the word was "enhance." 
For day-to-day work, in-house fleet was 
viewed as cheaper and more efficient.

Privatizing the City Aud 

Friends of the Historic City Auditorium, the local citizens group, is expressing some 
alarm that Steve Bach's administration plans to issue a Request for Proposal for 
management of the historic building. 

Long in ill repair, the City Aud has nevertheless served as an affordable venue for 
local theater productions, concerts, roller derby and other events. The Friends have 
been attempting to convince the city to invest in moderate repairs to the 89-year-old 
property, located at 221 E. Kiowa St., but leaders have long been averse due to tight 
budgets. 

The city hopes a private company would offer money to repair the facility in 
exchange for operating it. But the Friends say such a scenario could mean cutting off 
access to the citizen-funded building. 

"A long term lease that gives away all citizens' rights to use the building in 
exchange for some short-term money to fix the building is untenable," the Friends 
wrote in an Aug. 24 press release. 

City parks' Kim King, however, says it's unlikely that such a scenario would come 
to pass; Colorado Springs would want any contractor to keep the City Auditorium 
open to the public. She also notes that the city has put together a group of staff and 
stakeholders, including a member of the Friends group, to develop an RFP and evalu- 
ate offers when they come in.

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An unnamed informant passed 
along the tip: A guy nicknamed 
Kid was dealing meth. The tipster 
told the cops that he thought Kid's 
real first name was Steve.

On July 11, 
2011, Yohn called to set up a buy. 

According to Yohn's arrest affi- 
davit, it happened the next day 
at a local Safeway. Though Yohn 
wasn't certain, it appeared that Kid 
arrived in a green Toyota 4-Run- 
ner; Yohn jotted down the license- 
plate number. 

Once inside Yohn's car, with 
other officers performing surveil- 
lance, Kid 

sold her an 
8-ball; a 
similar trans- 
action took 
place days 
later. ^^^^^^^^^^^ m 

Accord- 
ing to the arrest affidavit, Yohn 
searched the CSPD photo database 
for a white male, ages 25 to 28, first 
name Steve. She ID'd Stephen Lane 
as Kid. 

Lane had joined the CSPD's data- 
base a few years back, on charges 
later dismissed. Soon after, accord- 
ing to his attorney, Richard Liechty, 
Lane took a job with a military 
contractor and moved out of state. 

On April 4 of this year, he was 
arrested in Virginia and brought to 
Colorado Springs. 

"The whole reason my client 
was nabbed," Liechty says, "was 
because this anonymous informant 
said, 'I think Kid's name is Steve.'" 

The Fourth Judicial District 
Attorney dropped the case against 
Lane on April 30. 

But now Lane and Liechty 
are taking Yohn, and the city of 
Colorado Springs, to U.S. District 
Court, claiming Lane's constitu- 
tional rights were violated and that 
he's "entitled to his costs and attor- 



ney's fees," which together amount 
to $14,000. 

If this sounds familiar, it's 
because a nearly identical incident 
occurred in 2010, when a young man 
named Joseph Martinez was arrested 
by Metro VNI solely on a detective's 
visual ID ("Would you please look 
at this?" News, March 31, 2011). He 
endured 13 months of possible pros- 
ecution before his case was dropped. 

Interestingly, in both cases, the 
suspects had highly visible tat- 
toos — Kid's was reportedly on his 
neck — and in both cases, the guys 
apprehended had no such tattoos. 

TJ Shull, a former private inves- 
tigator and retired deputy with the 
El Paso County Sheriff's Office, 
worked hard to clear Martinez's 
name. Apprised of Lane's story, 
he says, "This is bizarre. I thought 
Joseph Martinez's case was an 
anomaly, but apparently not." 

In an e-mail, CSPD spokes- 
woman Barbara Miller states that 
detectives develop probable cause 
"to the extent possible based on 
the nature of the operation(s). 
Detectives are very sensitive to the 
constitutional rights of all citizens 
and would not arbitrarily ever 
misidentify

something more to corroborate 
where your investigation is taking 
you. You have to have positive ID, 
you ought to have someone do a 
lineup and say, 'Yeah, that's him.' 
Fingerprints, DNA, something." 

This is Liechty's argument as 
well. He asks: Did Yohn investigate 
whether Lane was connected to the 
phone number Kid used? Did she 
look into who owned the 4-Runner, 
or attempt to lift fingerprints? 

"She had so many opportunities," 
he says, "at least to rule my guy out." 

Liechty is targeting CSPD 
because, he argues, "it failed to 
train the officers to do at least one 
additional confirmation of identity," 
he writes in his complaint, "when 
the only identity was based upon a 
two-year-old mugshot from an array 
of photos originally screened via 
a possible first name given by an 
informant of unknown reliability."

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To tax or not to tax? 

Sheriff says he needs cash for various operations

Calling Sheriff Terry Maketa's 
request for a tax increase a 
"Hail Mary" maneuver, El Paso 
County Commissioner Darryl Glenn 
says he opposes the tax, and even 
opposes placing it on the ballot. 




More deputies and security equipment at the 
jail are part of Sheriff Maketa's $16 million list. 



"People are struggling," Glenn says. 
"People are unemployed. People are 
underemployed." And he questions 
the wisdom of submitting a measure 
to voters that would compete with 
a ballot question asking to extend 
the Pikes Peak Rural Transportation 
Authority tax, which expires in 2014. 

Such is the mood faced by 
Maketa, who wants a sales tax hike 
totaling .23 of 1 percent, or roughly 
$16 million annually, to address a 
backlog of needs, including equip- 
ment and staff for wildland fire- 
fighting; emergency preparedness 
needs, given the increased flood risk 
from the Waldo Canyon Fire; more 
patrol and jail deputies; updated 
radio communications; and visita- 
tion and security equipment for the 
Criminal Justice Center. Maketa was 
not available for an interview before 
press time, but he says via e-mail the 
sheriff could recommend the tax be 
decreased "at any time during the 
proposed life of this sales tax" if the 
economy improved, for example. 

Maketa was due to present his 
request to commissioners Tuesday. 
They plan to vote Thursday whether 
to refer the question to voters on 
the Nov. 6 ballot, with the required 
second vote Tuesday, Sept. 4. 

Historically, ballot measures for a 
sheriff's needs have been drubbed. 
In 1995, then-Sheriff John Ander- 
son proposed measures to build a 
new jail, hire more jail deputies, 
and beef up street patrols. All three 
lost by margins up to 4-1. In 2002, 
the county asked for a property tax 
increase to expand and staff the 



jail, and to borrow money to build 
it. Both measures failed 2-1. 

In 2008, the county asked for a 
1 percent sales tax to fund the jail, 
other sheriff needs, and county 
services including the coroner and 
parks. About $75 million 
annually would've been 
shared with municipalities, 
but it failed 60-40. Since 
then, Maketa's spending has 
increased by 12 percent, to 
$51.7 million, according to 
budget documents. 

With the PPRTA tax 
expiring soon, officials 
region-wide are backing an 
extension. Even tax-averse 
Colorado Springs Mayor 
Steve Bach is on board. 

However, commissioners' 
opinions vary. While Amy 
Lathen told the Gazette she 
would vote to place Make- 
ta's measure on the ballot, 
she stopped short of saying she'd 
campaign for it. Peggy Littleton says 
she'll decide after hearing Maketa's 
pitch, and is looking for "strict 
accountability, specific projects and 
a sunset." Sallie Clark says she hasn't 
committed, and Dennis Hisey didn't 
respond by press time to questions. 

But Glenn has plenty to say. 
First, he notes, commissioners have 
known about many of Maketa's 
"valid, critical needs" for years. 
And he notes that commissioners 
are "just now starting our budget 
process. We're going to do our 
best to solve these needs, but the 
economy is struggling. We might 
not solve all of them, but that's the 
purpose of the budget process." 

Second, the sheriff's measure 
would compete with PPRTA, which 
Glenn supports. Third, Glenn wants 
to wait for after-action reports on the 
fire response to assess the potential 
for "shared opportunities" between 
county and other governments. 

"We need to analyze that as a 
community, and then if there are 
funding issues, address it," he says. 
"We're kind of putting the cart 
before the horse." 

Glenn notes that tax hikes have 
a better chance after an extended 
period of public engagement. The 
1 -percent PPRTA tax passed in 
2004, with most elected officials 
promoting it, after a much-smaller 
measure failed miserably in 1999. 

"You never get things passed in 
the last minute," he says.

Panhandling ban rolled out 

Colorado Springs City Council got its first 
look Monday at an ordinance banning 
all solicitation inside the core downtown 
area, and is planning action for Sept. 11. 

City Attorney Chris Melcher drafted 
the ordinance after researching limits for 
panhandling, a First Amendment-protected 
form of speech. Having considered laws 
around the country that have passed legal 
scrutiny, Melcher proposed focusing on 
downtown but excluding public gathering 
places such as Acacia Park, City Hall 
and Penrose Library. To the dismay of 
west-side activists and business owners, 
Melcher recommends against banning 
panhandling west of 31st Street; he 
believes extending the ban to other areas 
would make the law vulnerable. 

The ban was first proposed by the 
mayor's Downtown Solutions Team, and 
Dave Munger, Council of Neighbors and 
Organizations president, spoke on behalf 
of that team. Though the city already bans 
aggressive panhandling, he said, shoppers 
and tourists are bothered by "persistent 
panhandling" and downtown needs a 
"more comfortable" environmentto thrive. 

Some Councilors, including a vocal 
Bernie Herpin, wished the zone were 
larger. Many were concerned it didn't 
include Acacia Park. Angela Dougan 
and Brandy Williams questioned the 
ban, calling aggressive panhandling the 
problem. Many pointed to people who 
give to panhandlers. 

A map of the area will likely be included 
inthe agenda (soon available atspringsgov. 
com) for Council's Sept. 11 meeting, at 
which the public may comment. — JAS 

FREX finished Friday 

If you've never taken the FrontRange 
Express commuter bus to Denver, your 
chances are evaporating. After a political 
spectacle that pitted City Council against 
Mayor Steve Bach, FREX was axed, with 
Bach saying he will use the savings to 
offset city costs for local bus service. 
FREX's last day is Aug. 31. 

The city will also charge disabled riders 
50 cents more to ride paratransit, bringing 
the one-way fare to $3.50. That will go into 
effect later this year. — JAS 

Parkside HOA strategizes 

The Parkside at Mountain Shadows 
Owners Association seems to be getting 
on track after an Aug. 23 meeting about 
the Waldo Canyon Fire, which destroyed 
141 of 178 Parkside homes. Homeowners 
later discovered that HOA manager Chuck 
Fowler and the board had not insured 
common areas and assets("Neighborhood 
dissociation," News, Aug. 15). 

Several committees will tackle issues 
ranging from insurance to rebuilding 
according to rules that include specific 
setback requirements, says HOA member 
Terry Rector. HOA member Jackie Calvano 
reports the membership might file suit to 



invoke the board's liability policy to pay for 
common-area damage, including cul-de- 
sacs and the sprinkler system. Encouraged 
by the committees, she said by e-mail: 
"Something is better than nothing." — PZ 

Bikes testing on Peak 

For local cyclists, it's long been a gripe: 
Except for the annual Pikes Peak Cycling 
Hillclimb, no bikes are allowed on Pikes 
Peak Highway. Well, that's just changed. 

The city and the U.S. Forest Service 
recently announced cyclists may ride the 
peak from Sept. 4 to 30, a test period that 
will help determine if cyclists should have 
permanent access. Riders must sign a 
liability waiver and use agreement, and 
pay regular admission fees. Children 
under 18 must be escorted by an adult. 

Cycling activist AI Brody has ridden the 
highway and descended it on a unicycle. 
He wants the road open to cyclists and 
thinks it could become a tourist draw, 
adding: "I think a lot of people wantto say, 
'Hey, I biked Pikes Peak.'" — JAS 

Pool access limited 

When the YMCA took over city pool 
operations earlier this year, many expected 
to visit their favorite cool-down spot any 
time between Memorial Day and Labor Day. 

But with kids back in school, the Y has 
cut hours. City parks staffer Kim King says 
the move doesn't violate the Y's contract. 
Nevertheless, swimmers can now access 
Monument Valley Pool only on weekends. 

The news is better for the next few 
days at Prospect Lake Beach and Wilson 
Ranch and Portal Pool. Weather permitting, 
they're open weekdays through Sept. 3 and 
weekends through Sept. 16. 

Due to limited staffing, city-run 
fountains also are affected. Uncle Wilber 
Fountain in Acacia Park is open Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays. Julie Penrose 
Fountain in America the Beautiful Park is 
open Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, 
as well as Sept. 2 and 3. — JAS

Unresolved Memorial employee retirement issue might be tied up in court for years

Now that voters have weighed in on 
leasing Memorial Health System, 
the city faces a headache that only 
Hogan Lovells could love.

That's a lawsuit that Hogan Lovells, 
a law firm representing the city, filed 
Aug. 15 against the Public Employees' 
Retirement Association of Colorado. 
At issue is how much the city will owe 
PER A if it pulls Memorial's 4,136 
employees out of the public retirement 
plan and puts them in the employ of 
Memorial's lessee, University of Colo- 
rado Health. 



(If the lease ballot measure failed in 
an upset Tuesday, after the Indy went to 
press, the PERA issue will be moot until 
a new lease or sale proposal develops.) 

City Attorney Chris Melcher contends 
it should owe nothing. The city, he notes, 
has paid nothing to PERA when a Memo- 
rial employee has quit or was fired. 

PERA argues otherwise, believing 
it's owed somewhere between $150 
million to $246 million, and says it 
will file a counterclaim. The ensuing 
court battle translates to lots of attor- 
ney fees for city government. 

In the UCH lease, the city is assured 
of $185 million to pay off the PERA 
obligation. If that's not enough, the 
city must find the money elsewhere — 
perhaps from the $74 million up-front 
payment from UCH, or from the city's 
general fund. 

First reported Aug. 22 on the Inde- 
pendent's blog, the city's lawsuit states 
the city rushed to court before the Aug. 
28 election because PERA threatened 
to file its own case. Melcher asserts by 
e-mail that the lawsuit won't bar the 



city from leasing Memorial, but PERA 
could seek a restraining order to stall 
it. PERA also could ask a judge to 
order impoundment of sufficient funds 
for full payment to PERA pending the 
lawsuit's outcome, effectively locking 
down most of the $259 million UCH 
would pay the city. 

That seems extreme, until you real- 
ize how big a player Memorial is in 
PERA's Local Government Division. 
Its workers comprise 25 percent of that 
group's active members — those still 
paying into the system. 

In response to Indy questions, PERA 
spokesperson Katie Kaufmanis supplies 
this rationale: "PERA believes the law 
requires a departing employer to pay for 
the promises it has made to its current 
and former employees and it would be 
patently unfair and inequitable for the 
departing employer to be able to shift 
those costs to the remaining employers 
and employees in the Local Govern- 
ment Division." 

To offset the loss of Memorial employ- 
ees, especially if a big termination pay- 



ment isn't made, PERA might sharply 
increase contributions required of the 
remaining local government members. 

And guess who those are? City- 
owned Colorado Springs Utilities (1,806 
active members) and the city of Colo- 
rado Springs (1,469) are the division's 
third- and fourth-largest members, 
after Memorial and the city of Boulder. 
Which means the city's attempt to shut 
PERA out on Memorial could mean it 
would face steep cost increases for its 
3,275 other workers still in the plan. 

Regardless, you can expect to see 
PERA fight tooth and nail, because its 
board is, by law, under a fiduciary duty 
to protect the financial interests of its 
members and benefit recipients. 

The city, too, has interests to uphold. 
And if history is a guide, it will drag out 
the court battle for years, as it did with a 
bus drivers' union over arbitration rights. 
As retired Colorado College political sci- 
ence professor Bob Loevy says, "This is 
rocket science for lawyers."

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Questioning the witness 

Curious things appear when the state's toxicology-lab boss goes under the microscope

In March, the state lab responsible for 
testing blood samples in DUI cases 
across the state, including cases here in 
Colorado Springs, dealt with the dis- 
covery that a number of tests had been 
performed incorrectly. 




In sworn testimony, Cynthia Burbach 
gives many versions of her credentials. 



About 1,700 chemical blood tests 
would need to be redone, said lab 
supervisor Cynthia Burbach. Defense 
attorneys reacted with angst. 

"The last thing that our system 
wants is wrongly accuse and convict 
a person who is actually innocent," 
says Tim Bussey, a local attorney who 
handles DUI cases. "Chemical testing 
is a scientific process, and when we 
speak of science, we speak of preci- 
sion, accuracy, reliability and transpar- 
ency. ... Anytime that a lab is being 
reviewed, you have to look at it in its 
entirety, starting at the top." 

At the top is Burbach, employed by 
the Colorado Department of Public 
Health and Environment since 1984. 



Back in 2008, Denver-based attorney 
Gary Pirosko says that he was "sick 
and tired of everyone bitching" about 
Burbach, and spent some time digging 
into her background. She's testified 
in more than a thousand court cases, 
leaving a long trail of testimony. 

To sort through piles of documents, 
he says, he enlisted the help of then- 
University of Denver Law School 
intern James Ahearn (now a 4th Judi- 
cial District deputy DA). What they 
found would become the basis for a 
discovery motion — an attempt to 
force Burbach to provide documenta- 
tion regarding her education, her work 
calendars, and so on — that he says 
he's filed in numerous cases. 

What's in a degree? 

In a 2008 case, Burbach told Boul- 
der-based attorney Mary Claire Mulli- 
gan that she had a bachelor's degree in 
chemistry and biology. 

This didn't add up, Mulligan tells 
the In dy; the attorney had been told by 
the university that Burbach's degree 
was in biology alone. 

During that trial, according to tran- 
scripts, she asked Burbach, "So what 
was your degree in?" 

"It's in biology and chemistry," Bur- 
bach replied. 

"So you had two separate majors?" 

"Yes," Burbach said. 

When Burbach was called as an 
expert witness for the prosecution in 
a case of Glenwood Springs-based 
attorney Tom Silverman, he pressed 
Burbach on her degree. He had sent an 
investigator to New Mexico State Uni- 
versity, who, he says, was able to get 
details from that school's registrar. 

Picking up where Mulligan left off, 
he asked Burbach: "Well, by having a 
degree, do you mean you have a major 



in biology and a major in chemistry?" 

"Yes. Well, I have a Bachelor of 
Science in biology and a chemistry 
minor." 

"You have a chemistry minor?" he 
asked. 

"Yes, yes." 

"You have testified in those numer- 
ous other occasions saying that you 
have a major in chemistry, is that true?" 

"I said chemistry and biology, they 
encompass the same thing," Burbach 
replied. 

Later, Silverman asked, "The truth 
is that you are not listed as having 
a chemistry major or even a minor 
according to the Registrar at New 
Mexico State, isn't that true?" 

"Well," she began, "I would prob- 
ably agree with that. I still consider it a 
chemistry degree because I have a lot 
of hours in chemistry." 

The confusion surrounding her 
degree is reflected by curriculum 
vitaes. In her 2005 and 2008 CVs, 
Burbach claims that she received 
her Bachelor of Science from New 
Mexico State University in 1980, with 
her major field of study as "Biology/ 
Chemistry." In her latest CV, she states 
that she has a "Bachelor of Science 
Biology." 

Silverman recalls making light of 
the situation in his closing statement to 
the jury. 

"[Comedian] Jon Lovitz used to do 
this routine, 'The Pathological Liar,'" 
he says. "And he'd say, 'Yeah, yeah, I 
got a college degree. Yeah, yeah, that's 
the ticket. And a master's degree, too. 
Yeah, yeah, and a doctorate, too, that's 
the ticket.' Well, that's what I said in 
closing arguments in that case, and the 
jury acquitted my client. 

"I knew I'd won when the jury 
was laughing." 



Other inconsistencies 

Pirosko says it was just curiosity that 
led him to take one of Burbach's 2008 
legal opinions and run it through a 
search engine. "I thought that the lan- 
guage in this opinion was way above 
her pay grade," he says. 

What he found was that large sec- 
tions of the opinion appeared to be 
lifted wholesale, without attribution, 
from a 2003 article from the American 
Prosecutors Research Institute. 

Pirosko notes that the publication 
stipulates the article "is presented for 
educational purposes only and is not 
considered legal advice." 

"If I were a judge and I saw that," he 
says, "I'd go through the roof." 

Another oddity from her testimonies 
is the number of urine tests she claims 
to have completed. 

In March 2007, according to Piros- 
ko's motion, Burbach testified that she 
had performed close to 150,000 urine 
tests. Later that month, the number 
increased to more than 300,000. A 
year later, she testified that the number 
had "to be over a million." 

She also testified in 2007 that "I 
currently teach in the University of 
Colorado, Colorado Springs in the 
master of forensic toxicology pro- 
gram." According to UCCS, there is 
no record of Burbach having ever been 
paid to teach at that university. 

Asked to comment on Burbach, 
CDPHE responded: "The department 
does not publicly release records main- 
tained due to the employer/employee 
relationship, such as educational 
records. Any challenge to Ms. Bur- 
bach's trial testimony would need to be 
taken up with the relevant court with 
jurisdiction over the case."

Ever wonder what cities have the best music scenes? 
Earlier this year, a site called livability.com 
made headlines with its list of the "Top 10 Cities With 
the Best Music Scenes Outside of Nashville, NYC 
and LA." The anointed American cities, in ascending 
order, were Concord, Calif; Tulsa, Okla.; Madison, 
Wis.; Fort Worth, Texas; Cambridge, Mass.; Omaha, 
Neb.; Chapel Hill, N.C.; Portland, Ore.; Minneapolis, 
Minn.; and Athens, Ga. 

Actually, the list is most impressive for what it 
leaves out, with music meccas like New Orleans, 
Austin and San Francisco all failing to make the cut. 

But consider an alternative view: What if the best 
place to hear exceptional music is actually your own 



hometown, no matter where that happens to live? 

Indeed, after decades of consolidation and homog- 
enization, music appears to be returning to its more 
regional, grassroots origins. Whether you're in Colo- 
rado Springs or Cape Town, South Africa, there are 
remarkably talented local musicians whose work is 
both culturally diverse and regionally relevant. You 
just to have to find them. 

So we figured we'd try to help. In 2011, Indepen- 
dent readers voted for their favorite local artists in 
more than a dozen musical categories. Winners were 
profiled in our Local Music Issue, and subsequently 
performed at the inaugural Indy Music Awards Fes- 
tival. For many — including a number of the musi- 



cians themselves — it was surprising to discover just 
how much talent we have in our own backyard. 

This year, we're doing it all again, only a little bit 
bigger and better. We've increased the number of cat- 
egories, which means you'll find more winner profiles 
in this issue. We're also planning a substantially larger 
celebration for Sept. 6, with more than 20 acts perform- 
ing on three stages during the free Indy Music Awards 
Festival at Stargazers Theatre and Event Center. 

Of course, none of this would be happening if it 
weren't for the many musicians featured in the fol- 
lowing pages.

THE ReMINDers 

Locally, the ReMINDers' Aja Black and Antoine 
"Samir" Zamundu have kept a relatively low profile 
during the unconscionably long gap between their 
2008 debut album and this month's Born Champions 
follow-up. But that definitely hasn't been the case 
outside our city limits. 

Colorado Springs' favorite hip-hop couple — 
whose music combines the conscious hip-hop of 
Black Star and Dead Prez with the crossover appeal 
of the Fugees — has made repeat appearances at 
SXSW and CMJ festivals. The ReMINDers have also 
toured the country, and played concerts in such far- 
flung locales as the Czech Republic and Morocco. 

There have also been heavyweight endorsements: 
Last September, the duo was the opening act for the 
sold-out Aspen stop of Snoop Dogg's Doggumentary 
tour. The following morning, the hip-hop megastar 
posted a picture of himself with Aja and Samir on 
the home page of his website, and also sent it to his 
Twitter followers, who now number nearly 10 million.

support to the ReMINDers' album-funding campaign, 
encouraging his online followers to contribute.

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When We Are Not a Glum Lot played lastyear's Indy 
Music Awards Festival, it wasn't just the fact that 
they're still high school students that made them stand out. 
It was also the band's blend of original post-rock and indie- 
pop songs, all performed with tight ensemble arrangements 
that take advantage of members' instrumental proficiency. 
(It's no coincidence that readers chose WANAGLfrontman 
Sam Erickson as this year's top guitarist, and violinist Colin 
Foxwell as best in the wide-ranging "Other Instrument" 
category.) 

But as befits a band still in its formative years, the Indie 
Rock category winners' upcoming festival performance 
may hold a few surprises. 

"Our songwriting style has changed drastically — in my

opinion, for the better — over the past year, due to my taste 
in music expanding," explains Erickson. "R&B and soul 
music have influenced how I view melodies greatly. Singer- 
songwriter-style music has influenced how I approach 
writing lyrics. And as far as instrumentation goes, I've been 
drawing from hip-hop all the way to alt-country." 

On a broader level, Erickson sees changes taking place 
within the local music scene at large. "The sense of com- 
munity has developed so overwhelmingly," he enthuses. 
"Everyone in the scene is so supportive and into the 
betterment of local music in Colorado Springs that it's 
ridiculous." 

Following a successful Kickstarter campaign last Sep- 
tember, the band (which finished second in lastyear's Rock 



category) has been gigging a little less relentlessly than 
usual, in order to finish recording a debut album and to 
get it pressed in time for a 2012 release. "After that," says 
Erickson, "we're going to spread it around on the Internet 
and to a few labels we have in mind, and start getting our- 
selves out there." 

So if Erickson were to choose one thing in order to 
improve the local music scene, what would it be? 

"Avenue or a DIY space with an awesome location that 
hosted a bunch of cool all-ages shows would be fantastic," he 
responds. "Butthat's just wishful thinking."

Even after spending much of this past year 
in semi-retirement, Jake Loggins has hung 
onto a sufficiently avid following to repeat 
his first-place showing in this year's Blues 
category, and to once again be among the top 
vote-getters across the board.

To add to the irony, Loggins had 
finally released his first album, the excellent 
Have a Nice Day, when he decided to hang up 



his guitar and start a family. 

Luckily for fans, Loggins began playing the 
occasional gig afterthe birth of his son. But 
he's still not especially thrilled with the state 
of the local music scene. 

"I miss the musicians that paved the way 
for myself and most of the other musicians 
here," says Loggins. "There needs to be 
more community between the musicians and 
music-lovers in this town. It's nowhere close 
to how it used to be." 

And while Loggins will perform atthis 
year's Indy Music Awards Festival, he's 
already planning another hiatus. But this time, 
he's not calling it a retirement. 

"I'm taking the winter off, but I will get back 
at it a little in the summer," he says.

A year after his trio took second place in the Jazz cat- 
egory of the inaugural Indy Music Awards, Charlie 
Milo is everywhere. 

In addition to placing first in this year's R&B/Funk/Soul 
category, he also won the write-in vote for Best Bassist. 
And then there's Heavy Gravity — Milo's side project with V 
Bar deejay Mike Dewittfaka DJ Gravity) — which took this 
year's second place honors in Hip-Hop (Duo/Group). 

And while Milo can lay down amazing bass lines that run 
the gamut from Meters-style funk to jazz-rock contortions, 
what he's most excited about these days is collaboration. 
He's currently recording and remixing tracks featuring local 
emcees, a number of whom make guest appearances at his 
live shows. In addition, the Charlie Milo Trio is working on a 
piece with belly dancer Joy Hearten- Johnson. 

"It has been so great to see a shift from the competi- 
tive attitude," says Milo, "and to see everybody working 
together. We've seen everything from songs, mixtapes, 
albums, event planning and new bands being formed 
over the last couple of years, and it's been pretty epic." 

Along the way, Milo's trio has also seen lineup chang- 
es, with Benjamin Pratt replacing Eric Blackmore on 
guitar and Paul Kaiser replacing Chris Combs on drums. 
Milo and his cohorts are currently working on their 
debut studio album, which will join the previ- 
ously released CM3 EP and live album. 

"I feel like we are getting closer and closer 
every year to reaching some sort of perfect har- 
mony with our scene," says Milo, who hopes the 
growing sense of community among musicians 
will get more people out to live music venues.

Prior to making a name in his own right with last year's Sleeping While You're Awake album, 
Che Bong already had a significant presence in the local hip-hop scene. He's half of the 
duo Too Tone Taurus, who placed third in our 2011 Hip-Hop category, and is also one of the 
four emcees in BullHead*ded, who took first in this year's Local Live Act write-in category. 

"I've been doing music since I was 9 years old," says the former military brat, who 
spent his early years in London, Sacramento, Calif., Albuquerque, N.M., and Great Falls, 
Mont. After he and his wife moved to Colorado Springs six years ago, Che Bong fell in with 
BullHead*ded and other acts on the Sound Powered Engine label. 

Recently, the SPE collective has begun releasing a small torrent of albums and mixtapes. 
"In this past year, I've been able to drop my first solo album as well as a video by [director] 
Hussain Sola for 'Okay,'" says the emcee. "I've also been a part of Ashtray Confessional by 
Nato, as well as the new Made Up Minds album, the Summer Weaf mixtape by Chuck City 
and D J Prominent, and a compilation EP called Stages produced by Milogic." 

Meanwhile, the BullHead*ded gang continues to gig relentlessly throughout Colorado and 
beyond. "I've been able to take part in countless shows across the country, which has given 
me opportunities to work with talented out-of-state and local artists I respect," says Che 
Bong, who sees potential for an increasingly vital hip-hop scene here. "I'd like to see venues 
show more support for hip-hop artists," he says. "The quality of music has gotten so much 
better from when I first started. The fans and all the groups have really stepped it up."

ANIMUS INVIDIOUS 



It's hard to think of a local deejay with 
a more unusual approach than Animus 
Invidious. 

In a live situation, the most immediately 
noticeable giveaway is the Ableton soft- 
ware and video-game-controller setup he 
employs to produce his electronic sound- 
collages. 

Definitely notyour standard "hands in 
the air like you just don't care" aesthetic, 
although he can do that, too. 

These days, Animus also spends a lot of 
time in his home studio, writing songs on 
guitar, and working up new material with 
emcee Stoney Bertz for a project called 
Flodignatic, whose sound he enthusiasti- 
cally describes with a laundry list of tangled 
genres that range from "mystic desert dub" 




to "a healthy dash of robot jazz." 

In addition to his video game control- 
lers, Animus says he uses tricks like side- 
chaining and filtering in orderto keep his 
densely layered mixes from sounding like 
total mush. 

"I also like doing lots of glitches, 
effects and dynamic changes while dee- 
jaying," he adds. "Just letting a track play 
doesn't feel like performing to me."

Listen to "Invisible Arrows" off Claymore Dis- 
co's debut album, and the first question that 
may come to mind is: Does this band really come 
out of Colorado Springs? 

Atmospheric synths, angular guitar riffs, 
punchy melodic bass lines, thumping dance- 
floor rhythms, and infectious vocal hooks add 
up to a sound that has more in common with the 
'80s-inspired electronic pop of bands like Cut Copy 
and Holy Ghost than with anything currently com- 
ing out of the Springs. 

So maybe it's no surprise that two of the 
trio's major influences — Muse and Two Door 
Cinema Club — hail from the British Isles. 



Also significant is the fact that the other band 
they most admire, Switchfoot, regularly appears 
at Christian music festivals. Together for less 
than two years, Claymore Disco is already mak- 
ing headway in that direction, having recently 
returned from the Sonshine Festival in Willmar, 
Minn., where after winning a battle of the bands, 
it gotto play the main stage, opening for Relient K. 

"We are all Christians and have firm beliefs," 
explains frontman Garret Myers, "but do not 
label the band 'Christian' — same as In-N-Out 
Burger isn't a Christian burger joint. It's just a 
fast-food restaurant run by a Christian family." 

So just as Claymore Disco's music stands 
apart from much of the local scene, its lyrics 
seem more universal than what gets played on 
conventional Christian radio stations. 

"Our music has a positive and uplifting message 
that is relevant to all people," says Myers of the 
band, which already has an EP and full-length album 
under its belt. "We definitely consider ourselves to 
be family, as well as all our fans to whom we owe so 
much. It's been a very exciting yet humbling experi- 
ence thus far, and we are excited to keep learning."

HAUNTED WINDCHIMES 



The Haunted Windchimes are a tough actto follow, as their 
fellow nominees in the Americana and Best Album cat- 
egories are well aware. The Pueblo-based group has placed 
first in both categories for the second year in a row. 

In the past year, the group released its fourth album, 
Out With the Crow, and toured extensively, its gypsy folk 
diaspora reaching from Acacia Park to Sitka, Alaska, and 
most points in between. It hasn't hurt that the Windchimes 
reached some 4 million new listeners when A Prairie Home 
Companion chose them to perform on last October's live 
broadcast from the World Arena. 

"Our show schedule has doubled since 2011 and nearly 
tripled since 2010," says bandleader Inaiah Lujan. "We want 



to hit 2013 hard with more tours, a new album and some 
overseas adventures." 

Closerto home, he sees the local scene going through its 
own metamorphosis: "There's a lot of cross-pollination, and 
a sense of artists taking matters into their own hands, with 
house concerts, rooftop performances and real community- 
driven and -focused endeavors. There has been more or less 
something going on every single night." 

Part of the reason for that is the return to a more DIY 
aesthetic. "It seems, for me at least, thatthe scene has 
returned to its roots, and taken its shows more or less 
out of the bars and clubs and back into the homes and the 
underground," says Lujan, who, as his band's national pro- 



file has risen, has learned to place even more value on a 
grassroots approach. 

"This is important," he adds, "because it's easy as a musi- 
cian to get caught up in the business side of things and sac- 
rifice artistic creativity to appease promoters and venues. 
This has allowed the scene to really blossom and do things 
on its own accord. I only hope venue owners and promoters 
can find a way to integrate the intimate vibe of a house show 
onto the big stage."

Tony Exum Jr. may spend as much time playing abroad and up in Denver as he does in 
Colorado Springs, but that doesn't mean he's not enthusiastic about his hometown 
scene. A top-flight sax player with a penchant for the smooth sound of genre-blurring 
artists like Ronnie Laws and Grover Washington Jr., Exum has a new local project called 
Musik Theory that aims to combine conscious hip-hop with elements of pop and jazz. 

"I think that the Springs is no longer 'that military town south of Denver.' It's now 
blossoming into a major city," says Exum, who released his second album of soulful 
originals back in July. "Bands like Kopesetik Soul — and artists like Jake Loggins, Char- 
lie Milo, Black P and the ReMINDers — give the city its solid reputation as a place with 
talent you wouldn'tthink exists here." 

The musician also credits Earl Klugh's annual Weekend of Jazz with putting Colorado 
Springs on the map for aficionados of the genre that informs his own music. 

Upcoming plans for Exum include more touring and the release of a full-length album 
by Musik Theory, whose newly released "Summer Dress" single features vocals by Rel- 
lion, a backup singer on Bobby Brown's recent album, The Masterpiece. 

"I'm also looking to continue exploring my straight-ahead roots and maybe even make 
an attempt at recording a traditional jazz record," says Exum, who, in addition, has some 
extracurricular activities in mind. "Hopefully I'll also put on my teaching hat and grab a few 
students, and throw on my promoter hat and get some national stars in the contemporary jazz, 
R&B, classic hip-hop and old school vein to the Springs. We need it badly."

Being an artist is all well and good, but 
sometimes it's nice to actually get paid 
for what you do. And when it comes to cre- 
ative endeavors, most musicians don't even 
break even on the resources they put into 
recordings and live gigs. 

And that, of course, is why God — or 
someone — created the cover band, a way 
to support your music habit that's potentially 
more lucrative than clerking atWal-Mart 
and less soul-destroying than being a stock- 
broker. Even the Beatles spent their forma- 
tive years playing Carl Perkins, Buddy Holly 
and Little Richard covers before going on to 
more celebrated accomplishments. 

So it should come as no surprise that 
the musicians in Colorado Springs' favorite 
cover act, 40oz. Freedom Fighters, have 
other bands that don't fill their set lists 
with Sublime, Metallica and Billy Idol cov- 
ers. Anthony Welch also drums in We Are 
All Destined to Fail and is lead vocalist in 
Another Shade of Hate, alongside Freedom 
Fighters guitarist Tim Mako. 

But when it comes time to crank out the 
covers, 40oz. Freedom Fighters also put their 
hearts into it. 

"We're constantly trying to stay fresh, 
so we continue to cycle songs in and out of 
the set lists," says frontman Nic Caballero, 



whose band placed first in the Indy Music 
Awards cover band category last year as 
well. "On top of that, Phil has spent a lot of 
time increasing the production value of our 
shows with his awesome light show that he 
simultaneously controls while playing key- 
boards. Also we've taken on a special guest 
singer, Lauren Johansen, who is absolutely 
amazing and will be performing with us at 
the awards show." 

In terms of the local scene, Caballero 
wishes there were more venues for live 
music here in the Springs, and is optimistic 
there will be. "With new places like the DIY 
[Event Center] putting on shows like 'Punk vs 
Hip Hop' and 'Punk vs Metal,' I have a feeling 
things are looking up." 

So what are 40oz. 
Freedom Fighters' 
goals forthe com- 
ing year?

It takes a special kind of band to impress folks predisposed to 
dislike its particular genre, and Malakai can do just that.

"The people that like our band can't be easily defined," says

And while Malakai took a five-year break from the studio 
between its second and third albums, the band started writing 
a new album this month and plans to have it ready for release 
in early 2013. Meanwhile, newcomers can catch up with Mal- 
akai's recording history by picking up the recently released 
Monday: Deluxe Version, which reprises the 2011 album of 
the same name, while combining it with the band's first two 
releases. 

In addition to fronting Malakai and Tree of Woe, the gravel- 
throated Forsythe is also the Black Sheep's sound man, which 
gives him further insight into what does and doesn't work in 
Colorado Springs. 

"We've seen so many trends come and go in this town in our 
time as a band: metalcore, emo, Americana, alt-country, iPod 



rock. It's hard to keep up with what is the new big thing," says 
Forsythe. "Bands that stick to their guns and stay honest with 
their music will survive and thrive in any music scene. Colo- 
rado Springs is no different." 

When asked about his recommendations for improving the 
local music scene, Forsythe offers up a unique proposal: "If we 
knew how to improve the scene, we would have done it long 
ago.

Like DeVotchKa to the north of us and the Decemberists to 
the west, Colorado Springs' Edith Makes a Paper Chain are 
folksy and literate, with an eclectic approach thattakes tra- 
ditional influences in new directions. In a world of aggressive 
self-promotion, frontwoman Sarah Hope and her bandmates 
have taken a deliberately low-key approach, focusing on their 
music and gigging infrequently, which has served to give their 
performances a kind of event status. 

Meanwhile, the group has gone through some changes 
since winning the Folk category in last year's inaugural Indy 
Music Awards. 



"We've gained and lost members," says Hope, "which 
has caused us to adapt and change. Mike [Kimlicko] becom- 
ing our bass player has influenced the sound a lot — also 
Miette Hope with her amazing harmonies, vocals and fresh 
perspective." 

Hope cites a performance with Colorado College summer 
music students atthe Modbo gallery as "probably the most 
amazing experience we've had as a band. 

"The music scene has really developed momentum over 
the past year or two," she enthuses. "Every time I see a new 
band or artist, I feel like it's Christmas. There are so many 



great talents popping up everywhere, and everyone is really 
supportive of everyone else." 

What's next for Edith? "We really wantto finish our next 
CD, support other musicians, and have some fun," says Hope. 
"Oh yeah, and one sort of secret wish I have is to make a 
storybook of the songs. I would love to get together with one 
of our fantastic surrealist local painters and make the stories 
come to life."

Since winning the Jazz category in last 
year's Indy Music Awards, Mango Fan 
Django has continued its quest to "make the 
world safe for gypsy jazz, one gig at a time." 

"It's been a fun and busy time," says 
bandleader Archtop Eddie, who started out 
playing electric guitar in the tradition of Char- 
lie Christian and Slim Gaillard before becom- 
ing obsessed with spreading the music pio- 
neered by Django Reinhardt. "Itwas a great 
honorto be selected as Indy Music Award 
winners in 2011, and then again in 2012. We 



have a great fan base to credit for that." 

In addition to playing two orthree gigs a 
week at venues like Rico's (where the group 
recorded its second album five years ago), 
the trio appeared atthe MeadowGrass Music 
Festival and released its seventh album, 
Indigo Dreams, this past May. A month later, 
Mango Fan Django took on violinist Dave Sie- 
gel as its fourth member. 

When asked about changes he's seen in the 
local music scene, Eddie says it's more about 
how the band itself has changed to be part of 
the scene: "We've learned to adjust our mate- 
rial to suit broader situations and opportuni- 
ties, and we're realistic about what we can 
expect from a venue." 

The musician is also enthused about cost- 
cutting advancements in music production 
and the promotional aspects of the Internet. 

"More than ever it is an opportune time 
for independent artists, but one must do their 
homework," says Eddie. "There's a lot of good 
competition out there."

Although the Nobodys haven't recotded an album in more 
than a decade, Colorado Springs' longest-running punk 
sensations have periodically risen from the dead to play at 
least a couple shows a year. 

By comparison, 2012 is turning into the perpetually irrev- 
erent trio's version of a full-fledged zombie apocalypse. The 
Nobodys had already racked up three gigs — including the 
Front Range Punk Fest — before the year was half-dead. 
And now, in a development few dared to expect, the two- 
time Indy Music Award winners actually expectto have a 
new album recorded by year's end. 

"Since last year, we are actually a band again," says J.J. 
Grueter, aka J J Nobody, who also plays bass in Drag the 
River and is the owner of the Triple Nickel Tavern. "We've 
played a handful of shows and plan on playing a lot more

in the future. We're working on a new record and planning 
some touring. Oh yeah, and I'm about 15 pounds heavier. 
Thanks, Jager bombs." 

As for the new songs, Grueter offers up a few titles: 
"Drinking With Chinaski" is a reference to Charles Bukows- 
ki's alter ego. "Joe Queer Kicked Me Out" is an homage to 
the frontman of the Queers, with whom Nobodys drummer 
Justin Disease toured Europe last year. "Cheap Love is Hard 
to Find" is pretty self-explanatory. 

As a venue owner and a musician who's been active for 
nearly two decades, Gruetertakes an ambivalent view in 
regard to the current music climate and how it could be 
improved. 

"I thinkthe scene has its ups and downs, as it always has. As 
far as what I hope to change in the future? Nothing. That's the 



kids' job. I am playing again strictly for the fun of playing. 

"I lost faith in music with the second coming of boy bands, 
and I'm not talking about'N Sync orthatshit. I'm talking 
about what passed itself off as punk rock in the late '90s and 
2000s." 

And while Grueter spoke to the Indy back in June about 
putting his venue back on the market, the For Sale sign 
hasn't gone up yet. Asked if he's having second thoughts, he 
responds in the affirmative. 

"Yes, I've had second, third and even fourth thoughts 
about selling the Nickel, but I still plan on it. Just not this 
year. Where would I watch football this season?"

Grass It Up was already one of the highest- 
profile bands in town when it won last 
year's Indy Music Award for Country/Blue- 
grass. Working in a genre that demands an 
exceptional level of musical proficiency, the 
group has also won over fans with a coterie of 
originals that have no problem standing along- 
side the traditional material they've been 
performing the past seven years. 

With this summer's release of Alabama 
Tory, an album that's, in part, a tribute to the 
late Earl Scruggs, Grass It Up now has five 
releases under its belt. The group also began 



working with Scott 0'Malley, the local man- 
ager who helped get the Haunted Windchimes 
on A Prairie Home Companion last year, and 
has played several shows at his Western 
Jubilee Warehouse. 

"This year we plan to play more than ever 
before," says Grass It Up co-founder (and 
Indy staffer) David Jeffrey. "We booked the 
High Mountain Hay Fever in Westcliffe and 
have several more festivals on the radar." 
The group was also featured at this year's 
MeadowGrass Music Festival, appeared on 
the cover of the Colorado Bluegrass Music 
Society's Pow'r Pickin' magazine, and plays 
steady gigs at local venues ranging from The 
Broadmoorto Front Range Barbeque. 

So what's next? 

"Who knows, we may buckle down and 
record another album or go to Costa Rica, 
or both," says Jeffrey.

At Colorado College's I.D.E.A. Space, international artists negotiate 
the aesthetics of Islam with the weirdness of contemporaneity 

Jessica Hunter Larsen cuts straight to the point. 
"It's such a broad field, to be talking about the 'Islamic world,' and to be talking about 'contem- 
porary art,'" says the curator and director of Colorado College's InterDisciplinary Experimental Arts 
(I.D.E.A.) program. "The intention of the show is notto be representative of huge swaths of culture. 
That's impossible." 

That might sound like a pretty humble thing to say about an exhibition titled Cross-Currents: Tradition 
and Innovation in Contemporary Art of the Islamic World. At second glance, however, it makes perfect 
sense thata show featuring the artwork of Arabs, Bosnians, Pakistanis and Persians would 
reveal not the homogeneity of that so-called "Islamic World," but its multiplicity and even 
its contradictions. 

It is art, after all, that has the unique capacity to play with huge cultural formations while 
representing nothing but itself. And here, Hunter Larsen says, "We've really isolated seven 
pretty unique voices, to just sort of look at what these individual artists ... in their particular 
circumstances, backgrounds and interests are thinking." 

The show, which includes paintings, prints, calligraphy, clothing, collage and even what 
Hunter Larsen calls a "video painting," kicks off a year-long Cross-Currents series at CC. 
According to a release, the series "examines current social, political and cultural issues of 
the Islamic world." 

Those are exactly the kinds of issues with which Ayad Alkadhi has engaged, even years 
after leaving his native Iraq following the first Gulf War. "Many Arab artists depicted the 
'Arab Spring,'" the New York artist writes in an e-mail. "My aim was to spotlight the role of 
social media as a tool used by the youth to empower the [uprising]." 

Certainly, his paintings, illustrations and collages atthe exhibition do exactly that — just 
not in the way you might expect. One portrays a nude, featureless body surrounded by 
swirls of Arabic calligraphy, painted over Arabic-language newspapers. All of which is then 
overlaid, jarringly, by an instant messaging-style speech bubble that asks (in plaintive Hel- 
vetica typeface), "well, what the fuck does it mean?!" 

Obviously, the viewer is left asking the same thing; Alkadhi points to another work for 
answers. This one features the mystical "third eye" traditionally used to ward off evil, here 
boxed in by all-too-familiar "Like" buttons. 

'"Third Eye' was created at the very beginnings of the [revolutionary] movement in Syria 
... The red box is none otherthan Youtube and its role in facilitating communication and 
awareness between the people especially during the early days, and bypassing the censor- 
ship of the governments in charge." 

That seems straightforward enough, until you actually see the work. The YouTube frame 
seems haphazardly drawn and small, its hyperlinking icons trivial and impuissant when jux- 
taposed against the defiant confidence ofthe anonymous figure behind it. Blue paint drip- 
ping from the third eye supersedes and transcends the frame. 
These "incongruous elements," as Alkadhi calls them, really cut to the heart ofthe exhibit's cross- 
cultural experiments: They don't provide the answers, but they do raise plenty of questions.

When Eric Tillinghast talks about making art, he talks about playing. And his favorite 
plaything is water. 

Tillinghast creates installations that use the vital element we often take for granted. 
His newest project, Rain Machine, will fill the 2,800-square-foot Gallery of Contemporary 
Art at the University of Colorado at Colorado Springs. No fancy music or flashing lights, no 
bells and whistles. Just the sight and sound of a thousand streams of water falling from an 
1 1 -foot-high grid onto a rubber pool liner. 

"I'm trying to light just the falling water and let everything else disappear," Tillinghast says. 

Water has been a consistent theme in his 
art. Before he started creating installations 
in 1994, his sculptures incorporated water; 
when he needs a break from massive proj- 
ects, he does paintings of the world's deep- 
est lakes. 

The 38-year-old Californian recognizes 

water's environmental and political baggage. 

"I think every year that goes by, we realize 
more about how much of an issue it really is," he says. "You've got this natural element 
that does all these things inherently. And that's kind of what I've been playing with: the 
nature of water and what it does as a material." 

GOCA curator Daisy McConnell, who shares Tillinghast's fas- 
cination with water, spent about two years arranging the exhibit 
and his three-week campus residency. 

It's appropriate, she says, that the water will re-circulate 
throughout the installation — mimicking the Earth's own cycle. 

"All the water we've ever had is re-circulating," McConnell 
says. "We're all drinking dinosaur pee, whether we like it or not." 

She's organized a lecture series to accompany the instal- 
lation: Speakers including UCCS professors and a Colorado 
representative for famed artist Christo will present brief talks on 
topics such as fracking, the Colorado River and, of course, the 
Over the River project. 
Who knows, maybe they'll even talk about dinosaur pee.

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That shirt came to mind as I rumi- 
nated over my first meal at Rioja, 
specifically trying to wrap my head 
around the Colorado lamb loin with 
saffron goat cheese risotto, fava bean- 
Bilbao chorizo-almond-Medjool date 
compote, grilled summer squash and a 
chai-spiced red wine gastrique ($32). 

I've dined in more than 30 countries, 
at master-chef restaurants in Las Vegas, 
at Fruition and the Penrose Room, but 
truly, this single plate might be the 
most spectacular anything I've eaten 
anywhere. And you only have a couple 
weeks before its preparation changes: 
Chef Jennifer Jasinski always keeps 
lamb on her menu, but not this dish. 

Before dissecting 
it, let's examine its 
creator: The organ- 
ic-and-local-food- 
minded Jasinski was 
a finalist this year 
in the Best Chef 
Southwest category 
of the James Beard 
Foundation Awards, 
after being named 
a semifinalist in 
2011. She was also Denver Magazine's 
2012 Chef of the Year, with honors of 
this ilk dating back to the American 
Culinary Federation's 2005 Western 
Regional Chef of the Year and 2004 
Colorado Chef of the Year awards. 

Lamb of the gods 

Jasinski calls superstar Austrian 
chef Wolfgang Puck a mentor and role 
model; for more than a decade, she

into Denver 12 
years ago, and 
opened Rioja with 
business partner 
Beth Gruitch 
in 2004. They 
acquired Bistro 
Vendome in 2006, 
and Euclid Hall 
Bar and Kitchen 
in 2010. 

Though she 
oversees all three 
eateries, mostly 
autonomous chefs 
de cuisine lead 
the other two; 
Jasinski always 
commands 
Rioja's kitchen. 
"I'm just trying 
to make the res- 
taurants I have better, and make sure 
they're at the top of their game," she 
says. "I think that food is really in a 
revolution right now, and I want to 
make sure I don't get left behind." 

The lamb suggests that being left 
behind should be the last of her wor- 
ries. Its preparation is essentially 
Spanish-style, given the saffron, 
risotto and Bilbao-style chorizo. For 
the compote, Jasinski juliennes and 
caramelizes the 
chorizo, adding 
dates for a sweet- 
salty contrast. 
Slivered almonds 
deliver crunch, the 
fava beans starch, 
lemon zest a citrus 
edge. And, she 
says, "parsley and 
really good extra ^^^^^^^^^^ 
virgin olive oil 
keep it bright." 

The banana-yellow risotto domi- 
nates the plate's base layer, with yellow 
and green summer squash amplifying 
the color. Tender pink lamb strips hold 
the central focus, with the subtle, chai 
gastrique (caramelized sugar de-glazed 
with vinegar, as a sauce enhancer) 
drizzled generously around into sticky, 
sweet red veins that unite all the fla- 
vors under one badass banner. 

Presentation-wise, it's actually the 
least pretty dish of our meal: a little 
mushy, runny, tangled and chaotic, as 
if it exists as an experiment in flavor 
alone. A bite that incorporates every 
element pulls meatiness, creaminess

and a mature sweetness with the citric 
and salty accents — an amazing, full- 
spectrum taste experience. 

Food for thought 

Other dishes we tried didn't match 
that fullness, but were interesting and 
delightful in their own ways. A pasta 
"carbonara" ($19.50) is basically 
a deconstructed tribute to the Ital- 
ian pasta, "because I like taking the 
classics apart and seeing if I can put 
them back in a way that makes people 
think about it," says Jasinski. 

This pasta can't be twirled on a 
fork, and in fact looks more like 
something that would come over an 
Asian food counter. A large cannel- 
loni tube, halved with a sharp-angled 
cut and stood upright, is stuffed 
with a chicken-bacon mousseline (a 
mousse-like puree) and served with 
a sunny-side-up egg, a Parmesan-pea 
nage (a thin broth) and a bacon- 
parmesan tuile (a thin wafer). Though 
your proud Italian grandfather would 
probably throw his shoe at it as sac- 
rilege, if he actually tried it, he'd 
be transported to the essence of the 
original. "All the flavors are there, 
they're just put together in a whimsi- 
cal fashion," says Jasinski. 

Whimsical — yeah, like cheese- 
cake as an appetizer ($9.50): an awe- 
some savory ricotta-herb blend with 
a sourdough pine-nut crust. Hawaiian 
blue prawns ($28) keep their heads on 
with a Japanese-inspired cold noodle 

salad in a dashi-based 

uni sauce. And duck 
from Liberty Farms 
(used at Thomas 
Keller's The French 
Laundry) is an orange- 
forward gourmet spin 
($29) on classic Peking 
duck recipes. 
Even house pas- 
■^■^■^■^ try chef Eric Dale's 
menu requires ver- 
bose descriptions of various classic 
desserts ($8), from lavish fig-and- 
goat-cheese-stuffed beignets to a tri- 
component chocolate Napoleon and 
a pineapple-coconut baked Alaska 
whose meringue is lit afire by servers. 

Though Rioja's many accolades 
already speak for it, there's that some- 
thing else that must be communicated 
directly through eating the food, like 
that perfect, surprising fusion with 
the lamb that's nearly beyond lan- 
guage for culinary reverence. One just 
chews, overwhelmed, and ponders ... 
"I've never tasted anything like this."

Bertrand 
Bouquin will keep the title of executive 
sous chef of restaurants for now, having 
been promoted by Moore from executive 
chef of the Penrose Room and Summit. 

In other Broadmoor news: By next spring, 
the Golden Bee will get a rooftop patio and 
double its interior space with custom, rep- 
licated woodwork to fit the existing decor; 
the Tavern's rear "garden room" will get a 
new European-style glass atrium and more 
colorful plants; and Play at The Broadmoor,

Quick takes on food and drink 




Rita's Mexican Kitchen

If my subpar Spanish abilities serve me correctly, 
then I understand that Rita Real has operated this 
business in various locations locally over the last 17 
years. Three-and-a-half of them have been at this 
low-ceilinged, clean spot with cute grass-and-sky- 
landscape wallpaper and a bright picture menu above 
a tiny kitchen window. 

Her tacos (three for $6) are of the food-truck vari- 
ety (but with a hard-shell option), and are uniformly 
dry. My al pastor (pork), chicken and asada (beef) 
weren't vastly distinguishable spice-wise, either, 
and were in need of topping-and-sauce help. The 
smothered mole chicken and rice burrito ($7.25) is, 
by contrast, plenty wet and overall contenting in 
girth and flavor. Though good, the mole isn't complex 
or chocolatey, but somewhat one-note with a mild, 
earthy chile flavor. — Matthew Schniper

The seasonal Beer Camp Series ($16.29/mixed 
12-pack) from sustainability-minded Sierra Nevada 
features four beers that were literally created at 
their beer camp for annual contest winners. (See 
its website for more on that.) This year, there's an 
Imperial Red Ale, Floral IPA, Imperial Pilsner and 
Oatmeal Stout. 

While all are good in their own way, I especially 
enjoyed the crisp Imperial Pilsner. The genre often 
can overwhelm the senses with a strong, bitter hop 
profile, but Sierra Nevada's Imperial takes a more 
delicate approach while still showcasing the clean, 
crisp flavor of the Crystal and Pacifica hops. The Oat- 
meal Stout is the one beer in the mixer to bring forth 
a smooth, full malt, as opposed to hoppy crispness, 
making this almost-sweet, dry stout an excellent 
apres-dinner sipper. — Steve Hitchcock

It is a falsehood universally repeated that searing your 
hamburgers locks in the juices, so here's the deal: Sear- 
ing your hamburgers does awesome things to the sugars 
and acids in the meat, changing them into something 
else altogether, via something called the Maillard reac- 
tion. But it doesn't keep in the natural liquids, as Smash- 
burger claims. In fact, if you're hopping on your patties 
while they cook, you're squishing out all the good stuff. 

Regardless, the Denver chain's Colorado burger 
($6.99) is good. On a soft, dark bun comes a dripping, 
partially pink meat patty piled with oozing cheddar and 
pepper jack cheeses, lettuce, tomato, gentle green 
chiles and more salty goo than the thin wrapper at the 
bottom could handle. I actually felt sorry for it. With 
crispy rosemary-garlic fries ($1.99) and a drink, the meal 
will run you more than a 10-spot, but it might be the only 
thing you'll need to eat all day. — Bryce Crawford

Holding the edge 



*Lawless(R)

Lawless is a portrait in anti-hero- 
ism, the real-life story of larger- 
than-life characters whose appeal 
comes from their refusal to play by 
the rules. Perhaps that's what makes 
it frustrating that the only reason it's 
not unequivocally awesome, is that it 
seems to give in to expectations.

Make no mistake: Director John 
Hillcoat and screenwriter Nick Cave 
seem unlikely to build a movie 
around seeking out a mass audience. 
Their 2005 collaboration The Propo- 
sition was a jagged, uncompromising 
Australian "Western" built on a ter- 
rific premise; Hillcoat's adaptation 
of Cormac McCarthy's The Road 
was a tone -perfect interpretation of 
the novel's despair. There's a funda- 
mental edge to Hillcoat's filmmaking 
that can't be entirely polished over, 
and it's part of what makes Lawless 
so engrossing so much of the time. It 
just never feels quite the same when 
it takes tentative steps toward the 
conventional. 

This adaptation tackles Matt Bon- 
durant's fact-based historical novel 
The Wettest County in the World, 



exploring the author's own family 
history. Set in 1931, it peeks into the 
rampant Prohibition-era moonshine 
production in the hills of Franklin 
County, Va., focusing on the three 
orphaned Bondurant brothers: Forrest 
(Tom Hardy), Howard (Jason Clarke) 
and Jack (Shia LaBeouf). 

A certain equi- 
librium has been 
established regard- 
ing the locals look- 
ing the other way 
at these operations, 
but a new special 
agent of the com- 
monwealth named 
Charlie Rakes (Guy 
Pearce) has decided 
he expects a piece 
of the action. And 
when all-out war 
commences, the 
younger and less 
hardened Jack 
might not be pre- 
pared for what's 
required of him. 

Much of the 
narrative is built 
around the mythol- 
ogy that surrounds 
the older Bondu- 
rant boys — a leg- 
end of immortality 
— and Hillcoat 
exploits that notion 
in a number of 
cringingly violent 
set pieces, includ- 
ing one where For- 
rest finds himself 
at a rare disadvan- 
tage. He and Cave 
also set up the 
insular environ- 
ment of the county 
and its code of mutual support that 
the law-enforcement outsiders start 
to unravel. Indeed, Lawless might 
have been even more fascinating 
had the filmmakers spent even more 
time turning Franklin County itself, 
with its peculiar sense of honor- 
among-thieves, into something like 
a character in the story. 

As it stands, they already have 
several terrific characters who 
command their screen time. 
Hardy's a potent physical presence 
as the taciturn Forrest, conveying 
his power at times with little more 
than a grunt of acknowledgement. 
Gary Oldman also turns up for a 
brief, satisfying role as a gangster, 
and Jessica Chastain and Mia 
Wasikowska are effective as the 
women caught in the middle of this

violent world. But the eye -popping 
standout is Pearce, who creates a 
singularly menacing figure in the 
fastidious, self-righteous and merci- 
less Rakes. Villain roles may get 
plenty of showy moments by their 
nature, but Pearce finds something 
uniquely creepy in this character's 
combination of big-city disdain for 
these backwoods people, and a bru- 
tal streak that makes him a worthy 
adversary for the Bondurants. 

The collision between irresistible 
Rakes and immovable Forrest stays 
largely at the center of Lawless, but 
Hillcoat and Cave can't seem to 
avoid detours into romantic sub-plots 
that don't allow the story to play 
to its strengths. There's some good 
material in Forrest's tentative con- 
nection with the new-girl-in-town 
waitress played by Chastain, if only 
because it allows insight into a small 
chink in Forrest's armor. But there's 
too much time spent on Jack's court- 
ing of Wasikowska's rebel Mennonite 
girl, a tangent that provides a couple 
of well-acted scenes but nothing that 
advances Jack's character beyond 
what we see in his puffed-up person- 
ality after his deal-making lands the 
brothers a big score. 

It's the kind of material that feels 
like it was tacked on after somebody's 
script notes wondered why there isn't 
"a love story" — even if that's not the 
way it actually went down. 

In the best-case scenario, perhaps 
those lighter scenes serve as the "pal- 
ate-cleansers" in what is otherwise 
a tense, viscerally effective period 
piece. Hillcoat and Cave know how 
to explore a world in which the pri- 
mary moral choices seem to be "bad" 
and "worse." Lawless shines when 
it immerses viewers in that world, 
without having to remind us of what 
the world looks like when the hardest 
choice someone is making is when to 
kiss the girl.

For Once Upon a Time, it 
came with the appearance 
of Rumpelstiltskin. Robert 
Carlyle gave the show a 
tragic emotional pulse as 
"Mr. Gold," as he's known in the town of 
Storybrooke, where an evil witch's curse has 
convinced its citizens that theirs is actually a 
life devoid of magic. By the time it's revealed 
that Rumpel's long-lost love is actually Belle 
(the pitch-perfect Emilie de Ravin, who 
becomes a series regular in the upcoming 
second season), the Beauty to his Beast, the 
stage is setfor a shocking and wholly satis- 
fying season.

Whether you're a diehard fan, or 
have just heard the band's hits, there 
are good reasons to gravitate toward 
Cracker's fusion of alt-country with 
punk-rock underpinnings: Songwrit- 
ers David Lowery and Johnny Hick- 
man fashion hooks so effortlessly 
ingratiating that we may one day 
discover they've been in cahoots 
with Fagin and the Artful Dodger. 
Whether the indelible wah-guitar riff 
of "Get Off This," the surf-inflected 



catchy music. 

And that's not even their strongest 
point. They're also damn fine lyricists 
with a sly, often ironic sense of humor 
reminiscent of Warren Zevon. 

"Zevon's one of my favorite song- 
writers," says Hickman, brightening 
at the mention. "We also like Randy 
Newman and Captain Beefheart. 
Guys that have a skewed perspective 
on reality and a slightly twisted sense 
of humor." 

Although Hickman and Lowery 
were teenage friends in Redlands, 
Calif, they spent the next decade mak- 
ing music in other bands. But after 
Lowery's critically lauded Camper 
Van Beethoven called it quits, the two 
musicians happened to find themselves 
without bands at the same time. They 
committed to partnership and vowed 
not to succumb to the standard bullshit 
that broke up Camper Van Beethoven. 

"We made a decision to stay the 
course," Hickman says of Cracker, 
which released its self-titled debut 
back in 1992. "You bury the hatchet 
and move on. You realize that you 
make great music together and the 
odds of that happening — finding 



someone you can write 
songs and make music with 
year after year — is a rare 
thing. So we value it." 

The bandleaders have 
given each other room to 
do other projects, and each 
released a solid solo album 
in the past year. But nothing's prevent- 
ed a steady stream of strong Cracker 
albums. It's the kind of catalog and 
longevity that attracts fans of all ages. 

"Those are one of the things that 
keep you going, the next generation 
of fans. It's fantastic and we've been 
very fortunate that way," he says. "A 
big part of the reason we've retained 
our stability as a band is that we never 
did get so big that our ego got in the 
way of the nuts-and-bolts business of 
going out and saying hello to people 
after shows." 

If you want, you might talk to 
Hickman about Colorado. When not 
on tour, the former California resi- 
dent's happy to call Loveland home. 

"Every time we'd come through, in 
the back of my mind I'd tucked away 
the thought of retiring here someday. 
Then I met my now wife and I made 
her a deal if she moved to California 
for a couple years, I'd move to Colorado 
with her," he says. "I've been here about 
11 years now. I don't think I'll ever 
move again, I absolutely love Colorado."

Sharp expertly renders subtle 
shades of emotions on each track, while 
showcasing expert production and arrange- 
ments throughout.

With so many diverse blends around, is 
making a solid, plain-jane rock record enough 
anymore? Based on the Classic Crime's Phoenix, 
the answer appears to be "meh." Granted, the 
Seattle band's instrumentation and singing are 
totally on-point, the guitar sounds big, and the 
vocals can shift from a smooth crooning to an 
edgy yell with subtle poise.

Haggard's doctors initially feared 
the worst: that he was dealing with 
a return of the lung cancer he'd 
been diagnosed with in 2008, and 
for which he'd subsequently been 
treated and given the all-clear. 

"The first 30 hours down there in 
the hospital in Georgia, I thought it 
was all over," says Haggard. "They 
said it was a 65 percent chance 
that the cancer has returned. It was 
tough. You really got a good chance 
to look at yourself." 

The following day, Haggard was 
diagnosed with pneumonia. "I got 
it bad and I had to 
spend 10 days on 
intravenous inside 
the hospital. But I'm 
100 percent clear, 
and I've gained my 
strength back. I had 
some bleeding ulcers. 
My hemoglobin count 
was bad. Hell, I was 
bleeding to death and 
didn't even know it." 

Haggard isn't behaving like 
someone who's worried about 
his health these days. He's in the 
middle of a U.S. tour that has dates 
booked into October. He's also got 
his eye on undertaking a world 
tour, and his management is explor-

ing the possibilities of making a 
feature-length movie. 

"We really don't have a work- 
ing title," says the musician, "but it 
would be me and my life and my 
love story with Bonnie Owens and 
how we got started, coming out of 
prison and [achieving] fame." 

Haggard's life has certainly been 
dramatic enough for the big screen. 
Growing up in a Bakersfield, Calif., 
suburb, he lost his father when he 
was 9, and as he entered his teens, 
began to run afoul of the law, get- 
ting arrested for truancy and petty 
larceny. After being in and out of 
jail, he landed in San Quentin state 
prison in 1957 for attempting to rob 
a Bakersfield tavern. 

While serving his three-year 
sentence, Haggard got his life back 
together, earned a high school 
equivalency diploma, and began to 
focus on writing and playing country 
music. He notched his first Top 10 
hit with "(My Friends Are Gonna 
Be) Strangers" in 1965, and was soon 
cranking out one hit after another, 
as songs like "I'm a Lonesome 
Fugitive," "Okie From Muskogee," 
"Mama Tried" and "If We Make It 
Through December" propelled him 
to the top ranks of country music and 
earned him a reputation as a cham- 
pion of the working man. 

Haggard's fortunes waned in 
the early 1980s, but after signing 
with the rock label, Anti- Records, 
in 2000 for two albums, he began 
another prolific stretch of record- 
making that's included studio 
albums, among them last October's 
Working in Tennessee. 

Out on the road with the latest 
edition of his long-running band, the 
Strangers, Haggard promises a typi- 
cal show will include a few tunes 
from Working in Tennessee — a 

solid album that stays 
true to Haggard's 
rough-hewn country 
sound — as well as 
songs from a back 
catalog that includes 
some 100 charting 
singles. 

"We try to do 
things that are sur- 
prising and move in 
a direction that looks good, feels 
good and sounds good," says Hag- 
gard. "I just let the evening evolve. 
And sometimes it's real good and 
sometimes it's not so good. But it's 
always interesting."

• Federal officials continued their war 
on medical marijuana last week, raiding 
two dispensaries in Anaheim, Calif., suing 
three landlords in federal court for know- 
ingly renting to the businesses, and issu- 
ing letters to 66 centers in Anaheim and La 
Habra that say the owners have "14 days 
to comply with federal law," reports the 
Orange County Register. 

Regarding the lawsuits: "Federal offi- 
cials have practiced similar strategies 
since October 2011, when federal offi- 
cials began filing asset-forfeiture lawsuits 
against marijuana store owners and land- 
lords," writes Salvador Hernandez. "Since 
then, a total of 16 suits have been filed, 
according to the U.S. Attorney's Office." 

In five of those, the property owners 
were forced to relinquish the previously 
collected rent. 

• Last week, Denver City Council passed 
the final reading of an ordinance ban- 
ning all outdoor MMJ-themed advertising 
in the city, reports the Denver Post. In 
addition to unanimous support from the 
Council, the bill had the backing of some 
cannabis advocates — but not all. 

"Other groups, such as the Cannabis 
Business Alliance, were more leery, wor- 
rying that it would curtail promotional 
activities such as providing branded 
T-shirts or hats to patients," writes John 
Ingold. "But, after city officials said the 
ban wouldn't cover that type of activity, 
spokeswoman Kristen Thomson said the 
organization feels better about it." 

• Last Thursday, the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People 
announced its support for Colorado's pro- 
posed marijuana-decriminalization effort. 
Amendment 64. In a statement, Colorado 
Springs branch president Rosemary Harris 
Lytlesaid: "Marijuana prohibition policy does 
more harm to our communities than good."

Jones keeps up ... with the blogs 

When writing for publication, Rule No. 1 is to make sure what you submit is 
your own work and not stolen from another writer. As I often say: Ay, sir; 
to be honest, as this world goes, is to be one man picked out of ten thousand. 

Rule No. 2 involves never writing a sentence without a noun or a verb or 
something like that. Examples would include, "Hey, there whatever!" 

But let's focus on Rule No. 1 and Ed Jones, a former El Paso County 
commissioner and Republican state senator who writes (or, perhaps, wrote) 
a political column for the local Gazette newspaper and who, in his Aug. 19 
column, committed blatant plagiarism. 

Those who read Ed's columns — a group of loyal readers known as 
"Merv, and once in a while Edna" — will wonder if any of it is his work. 
Here are a few quick and simple ways to tell: 

• If the essay makes any sense whatsoever, Ed didn't write it. 

• If the column does not contain the word "dudn't" (ex: "Maria dudn't 
know and frankly, dudn't care."), Ed didn't write it. 

• If in place of the word "plateau" the author consistently uses "tunafish," 
Ed wrote it. And if "coat" is used instead of a question mark, Ed wrote it. 

And Wayne Laugesen probably edited it. Wayne, as none of you know, 
writes and edits the editorial page of the Gazelle (motto: "Ain't We Swift?"). 

Contrary to popular belief, Wayne doesn't always 

write about how we all need to have a #$% A load of 
guns. Sometimes he writes about how we all need 
to have a #$% A load of ammunition. 

Anyway, here's just one of many typical samples 
from what Ed "wrote" in the Aug. 19 Gazelle piece: 

Many in the minority community took advan- 
tage of the relaxed lending rules to purchase 
properties they clearly could not afford. 

Here's the original, from onecitizenspeaking.com: 
Many in the minority community took advan- 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ tage of the lax lending conditions to purchase 
properties which they clearly could not afford. 
Apparently "lax" confused Ed, who had only seen it in the pharmacy as 
part of "Ex-Lax" — which, not unlike Ed's columns, will give you the runs. 

Here's another example of Ed, uh, borrowing from a website — this one, 
sickofliberals.com. It posted: 

It is the poor who habitually elect Democrats — and yet they are still poor. 
From Ed, in his Gazelle piece: 

It is the poor who habitually elect Democrats, yet they are still poor. 
This clearly shows that Ed is capable of turning a straight horizontal line 
( — ) into a vertical bendy line (,). 

There were more examples. Frankly, the only thing that was Ed's was his 
photo, and that looks strange because he is bald and for many years wore what 
appeared to be a beaver pelt on his head. (I tried to interview him once. His 
hairpiece gnawed my pencil in half then slapped its tail loudly on the desk.) 

Anyway, when the plagiarism was pointed out, here's what "Wanna See 
My Derringer?" Laugesen wrote, under the headline "Omitted Attribution": 

"Jones explained to Gazette editors that he inadvertently neglected 
to credit the blog, which contains no author's full name, after a reader 
brought similarities to their attention." 

Similarities? That's like saying the sleeve on a chinchilla jacket has 
"similarities" to that thing Ed wore on his head. Oops. 
Here now is Ed's explanation, in the Gazelle "omission" story: 
"In my haste, I wrote the article with intention to track down the 
author's name and insert attribution. It did not get done before the article 
went to publication, which I regret. Most of my articles are from personal 
experience, not research." 

An example is a new essay Ed wrote for the Gazelle. I've obtained an 
advance copy and love his beginning: "On the far-away island of Sala-Ma-
